INFANTILE PARALYSIS CAR­ 
RIED B Y FLIE S 


V Prof. M. J. Rosenau of H arvard re­ 
cently announced that he had appar- 
ently succeeded in transm itting 
in­ 
fant iic paralysis from monkey to mon­ 
key through the agency of the biting 
stable-fly. 
Confirmation of Rosenau’* 
’work has just appeared in an article 
by Anderson and Frost in the U. S. 
Public Health Reports. 
These auth­ 
ors report that they were 
able 
to 
transmit 
infant paralysis to monkeys 
through tile agencies of the flies and 
to transm it the infection to a fresh 
monkey with the emulsion of the cord 
of one of the animals infected by the 
ilk'-. 
One point of especial interest in the 
results reported by 
Anderson 
and 
Frost is the period elapsing between 
the first exposure of flies lo the in­ 
jected animal and tile development of 
the disease in healthy animals, the 
shortest period being 
seven 
days, 
which is ^hurter than that found by 
Rosenau in lits experiments. 
These results, in confirmation 
of 
those announced by Rosenau in Wash 
ingtoii, would seem to demonstrate 
conclusively that infant paralysis may 
be transmit.toil to monkeys 
through 
tile agency of the stable-fly. 
It re­ 
mains, of cour-e, for further work to 
determine whether this is the usual 
or the only method of transmission. 
This early eon fir mat ion, 
says The 
Journal of the American Medical As 
seriation, while too late to be of great 
value in attempts to cotnrol the dis­

EGGS FROM HENS IS 
MATTER OF FEEDING 


(By RALPH D. TREES 
of Garde. 
Grove, in Garden Grove News). 
Eggs 
forty-flve

Doesn’t it make your h eart sick to see 
most of your hens only partly moult­ 
ed, and some even in full moult—as 
to their laying not yet or soon? 
W hen we find our flock in this con­ 
dition this time of year, we are ready 
to blame either the breed or strain. 
To a certain extent this would be a 
mistake—for while it has been proven 
beyond question th at a standard bred 
hen of a laying strain will give far 
more profit to her ow ner 
than 
the 
mongrel bred hen will, still alm ost any 
,hen will be laying now if 
she 
has 
I been properly conditioned. 
For 
the 
'care and feed th at a hen receives out- 
'balances her breed and strain as far 
las her capability to produce eggs at 
this time of year is concerned. 
| 
To be getting eggs now, you should 
(have been preparing your hens about 
the first week of June. To condition 
I 


' them you should have taken the birds 
you wished for autum n layers 
and 
shut them up preferably w ith runs in 
which to exercise. I 
would 
suggest 
you select only the largest, youngest 
j and best conditioned ones. A fter sep- 
(arating them, cut down 
their grain 
j feed to one-fifth the first day, and one- 
I tenth the second, and practically none 
[after that. 
But be sure they have all the green 
feed they will eat at all times. They 
will stop laying in about a week, some

Annual Report to Federation of 


Labor Meeting in Rochester, 


New York 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., Nov. 12.—The 
annual reports of the president, secre­ 
tary and treasurer of the American 
Federation of Labor were presented 
to the thirty second 
annual 
conven­ 
tion of the organization 
in 
session 
opening here yesterday. 
The report 
of 
President 
Samuel 
Compere was a thorough and volum­ 
inous review of the work of the or­ 
ganization for the past year, particu­ 
larly with regard to legislation en­ 
dorsed and supported by the federa­ 
tion. Discussing the growth of the fed­ 
eration, Mr. Gum pars’ report set forth 
that during the year ended Septem ber 
30, 1812, 260 charters were Issued to 
labor organizations affiliating with the 
federation. 
"The average membership reported, 
and upon whom per capita tax was 
paid by the affiliated organizations to 
the American Federation 
of 
Labor 
during the past year,” said the report, 
♦was 1,770,145, an increase over the 
num ber reported for 1911, which was 
1,760,835. On September 30, 1912, the 
m em bership of the affiliated organiza­ 
tions was 1,841,268." 
Reports From Unions 
President Campers' report included 
statem ents from the building trades, 
m etal workers, mining, railroad em­ 
ployes, and union label trades depart­ 
ments. In the report was included a 
statem ent by Albert J. Berres, secre- 
tary-treasurer of the metal trades de­ 
partm ent, iu which he said: 
“The Los Angeles strike continued 
for a period covering more than 21 
ipontbs. At the beginning of the tight

er, is chairman. To the labor mem­ 
bers or the house, Mr. Compere gave 
much of the credit for tho passage of 
a score of bills endorsed and urged by 
the Federation of Labor. 
"Systems" Investigated 
The subject of “scientific manage­ 
ment" and the efforts of the American 
Federation to "thw art the 
schem es” 
for the installation of various m anage­ 
ment “system s" in governm ent work 
were taken up at length by Mr. Com­ 
pere. He reviewed the investigation 
of the so-called Taylor system by a 
special comm ittee of the house. 
The report of Secretary Frank Mor­ 
rison showed total receipts of $207,373 
for the year 
and 
expenditures 
of 
$277,479. The federation 
began 
the 
year with a balance of $189,579, and 
closed the year with $70,105 less. In 
discussing the strikes of the year, Mr. 
Morrison’s report said:
